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'60s Movies with Jeanne Moreau, Recent Historical Dramas 
Featured in September Film Series at CMA 

CLEVELAND — France's sexy, sultry, and elegant Jeanne Moreau (b, 1928) was one of the major 
international movie stars of the 1950s and 1960s. She made cinema history in such films as The Lovers 
(1959), La None (1961), Jules and Jim 09Q2). and Diary of a Chambermaid (1964). But there was more to 
Moreau during this decade than these celebrated high points, and this September the Cleveland 
Museum of Art (CMA) will present four of her most fascinating and sensuous lesser-known films, all of 
them by major directors: The Sailor from Gibraltar (1967) and Mademoiselle (1966, both Tony Richardson); 
Eve (1962, Joseph Losey): and Viva Maria! (1965, Louis Malle). The series is entitled "Jeanne Moreau's 
Sultry Sixties." 

Cleveland premieres of four recent historical dramas from different countries will round out the 
September film series: Pavilion of Women, a iavish Beijing/Holiywood co-production (2001); Glamour. 
Hungary's official submission for this year's foreign-language film Oscar (2000); With Fire and Sword, a 
Polish Gone with the Wind-sty\e epic that combines 17th-century war and romance (1999); and The Other 
Conquest, in which a young Aztec prince clings to his life and beliefs in the face of cruel conquistadors 
and Catholic clerics (1998).
